way.

dren, for that is what they are, were 
seated in tin* sheriff’s office, seated

of jail on bond. While they were thus 
seated the father of one of the girls 
came into the room. 
Striding, 
not 
majestically, but rudely, 
to a posi­ 
tion in front of his child daughter, 
he remarked, “This is the young Indy 
I'm looking for”. 
From that statement, he delivered 
his soul of remarks, not strictly abu­ 
sive, but in no way construed to win 
the love of anyone, especially a child. 
Presently the daughter began to cry. 
Nothing could have been more plain­ 
ly evident that she was deeply sorry 
for having left home. 
Maybe 
she 
was not so sorry that she had 
left 
home, but was regretful that she had 
allowed herself to fall in with 
bad 
company in the outset of her estrang­ 
ed career. 
The father of the little girl kept up

In the American Child Health Asso­ 
ciation we have not only enlarged on 
these lines with increased resources 
and vigor, but we have undertaken 
a very much wider effort in directions 
that we feel promise to be of great 
public importance.

have been inspiring, but they are only 
a beginning. 
Each year more than 
two million babies are born in

Five 
other countries take better care of 
their babies than we do.

Zealand loses only forty-two out

seventy-six. 
One out of every thirteen babies born 
in this country fails to reach its first 
birthday. 
And in the waste of our 
mother­ 
hood we have an even more serious

to 
face.

nal mortality lower than we have. In 
this country 
between 
sixteen 
and 
twenty thousand women die in child­ 
birth each year. One out of every one 
hundred and eight-five 
confinements 
ends in death.

The neglect of prenatal and na­ 
tal attention for mothers is closely re­ 
lated to the loss of the hundred thou­ 
sand babies w ho die in the first month 
of life.—Herbert Hoover for May De­ 
lineator.

NEVER SWEEP A NEW 
RUG WITH A BROOM 


A 
timely 
word 
to the purchase 
about how to care for a rug will pre­ 
vent much dissatisfaction and 
com­ 
plaint later on. Proper treatment a t 
the start will do much to increase the 
wearing qualities, as well as to pre­ 
serve the beauty of the pattern and 
the color. 
Making an article 
pur­ 
chased last twice as long is just 
as 
true 
economy 
as 
spending money 
wisely. 
Sometimes 
persons 
who 
are 
thoughtless, or who are not properly 
informed, will sweep a new rug vig­ 
orously with a broom. This is a mis­ 
take. 
It is characteristic of nearly 
every new rug that when it is 
first 
laid some “fuzz” will appear upon 
the surface. 
In an attempt to 
re­ 
move this fuzz, still 
more of 
the 
nap is often swept out. If such stren- 
ous treatment is continued, the rug 
may be injured seriously. 
The 
appearance 
of 
a 
certain 
amount of fuzz on the surface of 
a 
new rug is to be expected, and it by 
no means indicates imperfection 
in 
the material or the manufacture. 
A 
certain percentage of fibers may bo 
swept out of any cut 
pile, and 
the 
higher the pile, the more fibers will 
come out. 
To avoid damage, 
a 
good carpet 
sweeper, and not a corn broom should 
be used on a new rug. 
If this is done 
until the pile becomes well matted, 
the life of the rug will be greatly pro­ 
longed and it will give better satis­ 
faction. 
The pile will then be given 
a chance to wear down evenly, and 
the pattern and color effect will be 
preserved as long as the rug lasts. 
Remember that as soon as the pile 
becomes matted or “set" that the sur­ 
face of the 
rug will be much less 
susceptible to damage from ordinary 
usage. 
If a tuft is “started” or partly pull­ 
ed out in sweeping, do not run 
the 
risk of further injury to the carpet 
by pulling it the rest of the way out 
('lip it off with the scissors close to 
the surface. 
For regular 
care, it is best, per­ 
haps, to use a carpet sweeper every 
day in the 
dining 
room and living 
looms and a vacuum cleaner once a 
week, ¡1. least, over all the floor cov­ 
erings. 
In using any tool it is 
al­ 
ways best to clean “with the nap”. 
This is particularly true of those do­ 
mestic rugs of deep pile, and of orien­ 
tal floor coverings. 
Avoid the bad 
habit of “digging in” with the sweep­ 
ing implements, as plainly this adds 
considerably to the normal 
w’ear on 
the carpet. 
A strong-armed sweep­ 
er can actually loosen the fibers and 
wear 
out 
a 
carpet just 
by 
the 
strength 
and 
determination 
with 
which she wields the sweeper. Light 
brushing 
does 
the 
most 
effective 
work, and, of course, with the vacu­ 
um cleaner the gentle but sure ac­ 
tion of the suction removes the dirt 
in the best possible way.

BETTER AGRICULTURE 


S t. Louis, April 20.—A great 
op­ 
p o rtu n ity for service to agriculture is 
afforded by the Purnell act, Secre 
ta ry of A griculture W. M. Jardine de 
clared today in an address before a 
conference of representatives of agri­ 
c u ltu ra l colleges and experiment sta 
tions. 
The new act, of which Repre 
sen tativ e 
Fred 
C. Purnell, 
of the 
N in th Indiana congressional district, 
w as th e author, will treble federal ap 
p ropriation for research work at the 
experim ent 
stations, the 
secretary 
said. 
Econom ic and social problems of 
the fa rm are the important work of 
the research 
staffs, 
the secretaary 
said. 
H e indicated his belief in the 
fu 
tu re of agriculture when he said that 
th ough 
surpluses 
in 
recent years 
have 
unduly 
depressed prices, “the 
day is not far distant when we shall 
have the problem of providing larger 
food supplies a t prices that will 
be 
reasonable to the consumer and that 
will also yield the producer a fair re­ 
tu rn ". 
“ O u r aim should be”, he continued, 
“ to develop a well-rounded and effici­ 
ent 
type 
of 
agriculture in which 
w aste is eliminated and the agricul­ 
tu ra l resources of the nation conserv­ 
ed fo r the use of generations yet to 
com e. 
“ W e m ust keep an eye not only to 
the presen t, but to the future”. Child 
w elfare may easily mean immensely 
m ore than pig feeding or other farm 
econom ic problems, the secretary said 
in em phasizing the value of research 
in hom e economics. 
“ O ne of the important objectives of 
our w ork”, he said, “will be to 
im­ 
prove living conditions on the farm. 
The Purnell act provides for research 
in problem s of rural life. 
Studies of 
sta n d a rd s of living that prevail 
in 
ru ra l com m unities and of ways 
and 
m eans to elevate 
standards 
within 
and 
w ithout 
the 
home should be 
m ade. 
“T his legislation gives ample op­ 
p o rtu n ity for carrying an investiga­ 
tional work in home economic 
lines. 
The problem s of the home 
include 
som e of the most vital factors in the 
developm ent 
of a satisfactory rural 
life. 
If farm 
management 
studies 
have contributed to economy and ef­ 
ficiency in the operation of the farm, 
sim ilar studies in home management 
should give equal returns in lighten­ 
ing th e burden of the farm woman 
and give added opportunity for 
the 
care and training of children. 
The 
application of economic 
studies 
of 
the problem s of the home is an 
im­ 
p o rta n t field of work. 
“ Scientific 
research 
has advanced 
to a point where it is possible to ap­ 
ply its principles to the development 
of child w elfare. 
“ M oney invested in these problems 
m ay not yield 
as immediate returns 
in th e farm income as studies on the 
feeding 
of pigs, but it may easily 
m ean im mensely more in the devel­ 
opm ent of a sound and enduring ag 
ric u ltu ra l civilization 
on 
which 
to 
found 
a prosperous and progressive 
n a tio n ”.

Washington,

25.—A 
man will purchase his tools with the 
greatest care and exercise of judg­ 
ment. 
A woman’s eye, examing 
the 
fabric th at goes into her dress, is a 
highly critical one. 
But give either 
their choice of a large selection 
of 
house furnishings, and too often thru 
inexperience the wrong 
pieces 
are 
chosen. 
This is notably 
true 
of pictures, 
lamps and ornaments 
for the home. 
How many thousands of rooms there 
are 
overcrowded 
with 
bric-a-brac, 
pottery, and the small and useless 
objects one 
sees adornnig mantels, 
the tops 
of book cases and tables. 
Paintings, excellent ones, are 
often 
completely lost in a room that is ov­ 
er-furnished, or else hanging on the 
wrong wall; or at the wrong level. 
These things largely determine the 
character of the home-—they are the 
finishing touches that either enhance 
the character of rooms, or succeed in 
destroying their attractiveness. 
Better Homes in America arrang­ 
ed with Mrs. Charles Bradley Sand­ 
ers, a widely-known specialist on the 
subject, to write a booklet on 
the 
subject for the benefit of families of 
moderate 
means. 
Certain 
of 
the 
general rules laid down by Mrs. San­ 
ders in her booklet, “ How to Furnish 
the Small Home”, it is well for all 
to bear in mind. 
Under the head of 
“Pictures”, Mrs. Sanders says 
“One of the first rules to be remem­ 
bered in the selection and hanging of 
pictures is to be sure that they suit 
the room 
in which 
they are to be; 
and, second, to assemble the various 
types and kinds and hang them in the 
same or in closely adjoining rooms. 
Never hang an oil painting next to 
an etching, nor a Japanese print next 
to a family 
photograph or sampler, 
nor a silhouette 
next 
to a delicate 
water color; rather group these vari­ 
ous types and hang them in separate 
rooms. 
If, however, they must 
be 
hung together 
in 
one room or 
in 
closely adjoining rooms, they should 
hang on opposite wall spaces. 
Final 
decision on hanging 
all pictures 
is 
well 
left until all other furnishings 
have been selected and everything is 
in its place. 
“For the small house living-room, 
water colors, oil paintings, etchings, 
engravings, colored prints and sepia 
prints of any of the famous old mas­ 
ters are most suitable. 
“For dining-room and halls, decor­ 
ative flowers, fruits, hunt subjects if 
very carefully chosen, landscapes and 
architectural 
paintings 
are deemed 
most in keeping with the dignity of 
the dining-room, 
halls, 
and 
some 
living rooms, providing the furnish­ 
ings are not strictly of a period. One 
may dispense with pictures altogeth­ 
er for the sake of simplicity and rest­ 
fulness. 
“In family bedrooms may be hung 
photographs, old costume prints, and 
picutres of the most intimate type. 
“For the guest-room, however, one 
should select small w ater colors 
or 
prints of a subject of general inter­ 
est. 
“For the nursery be careful to se­ 
lect subjects and colors 
which 
are 
most interesting with reference to the 
age of the child who is to occupy it, 
as pictures make a more lasting 
im­ 
pression than other furnishings”. 
Dealing with the im portant subject 
of lamps, Mrs. Sanders says: 
“All 
lamps and lighting fixtures, 
whether for electricity, gas, oil, 
or 
candles, are important items in your 
decorative scheme. 
Proper 
placing 
and shading of lamps needs thought. 
For reading, sewing, or playing, the 
lights 
from 
a 
floor or table lamp 
should be directed over the left shoul­ 
der and shaded with a glass, paper, 
or stout muslin shade; silk and chif­ 
fon absorb the light are well only for 
general lighting and pretty effects. 
Some wall fixtures are best shaded 
with small shields, while others, es­ 
pecially the colonial type of fixture, 
need 
only candle-size bulbs. 
Make 
certain never to use an elaborate 
lamp and shade in a simply furnish­ 
ed room, or an unpretentious, char­ 
acterless lamp in an elaborately fur­ 
nished room. 
“The light 
over 
the dining-table 
should not be so high as to shine in 
the faces of those eating, but just 
low enough to be directed on 
the 
table; or indirect-direct electric fix­ 
tures may be used. 
The candle type 
of dining-room fixture over a table 
should 
be 
shaded 
with downward 
turned paper or glass shades. 
“Correct kitchen lighting consists 
of one central fixture with a 50 or 
100-watt daylight 
bulb, one fixture 
over the sink with a 50-watt daylight 
bulb, and one fixture over" the stove 
with a 5-watt daylight bulb. 
This 
method eliminates all shadows 
and 
retains the daylight color of food.” 
Ornaments in general Mrs. Sand­ 
ers sums up in this way in “How to 
Furnish the Small Home”. 
“Do not indulge in many orna­ 
ments. A few bits of colored pottery, 
brass, or copper ware are all that are 
required to strike a lively note. Place 
these so that they will balance 
ob­ 
jects arranged 
on the 
samemantel, 
table or bookshelf. 
For example, a 


pair of brass candlesticks pla* od at 
each end of a mantel, with a pottery 
bowl, clock or ornament in the center, 
stl ike a balance. Never have a large 
jar on a small table or stand, or small 
ornaments on a large table. 
A good 
thing to remember is that ornaments 
decrease in value as they increase in 
number”.

Protein Mixture 
for Young Pigs 


Supply Must Not Only Be 
Ample in Amount, but 
Also of Right Quality.

Pigs grow rapidly and require on 
abundant supply of protein In their 
rations to supply building materials 
for tliis rapid growth. 
TIds protein 
must not only be ample in amount, but 
must be of the right quality, advises 
A. L. I)uRant, assistant animal hus 
bondman, at 
U lent son college, 
who 
states that many of our protein feeds 
such ¡is wheat middlings, linseed meal, 
soy-bean meal, peanut feed or germ 
oil meal, along with corn, do not make 
an efficient ration for young pigs not 
on pasture. 
These proteins are from 
plant sources and do not make a well- 
balanced ration with our grains. Good 
pasture would improve these rations. 


Efficient Rations. 
On the other hand, Mr. DuKunt ex­ 
plains, skim milk, buttermilk, whey, 
tankage and lish meal, proteins from 
animal sources, make efficient rations, 
when fed along with the grains. These 
proteins are well balanced In composi­ 
tion and are rich in the amino acids, 
which are deficient in the grains. 
But 
these feeds are usually scarce or high 
In price. 
Mixtures of the proteins 
from plant source and those from ani­ 
mal 
sources along with our grains 
have given good results, even better 
than animal protein alone. 
At Clemson college the pigs on a 
mixture of half tish meal and half 
soy-bean meal in sufficient amounts to 
balance a ration of corn gained 1.89 
pounds per pig per day and cost $6.06 
per 100 pounds gain, w’hile those on 
corn and fish meal gained 1 88 pounds 
per pig per day and cost $0.98 p er 1(M) 
pounds gain. 
Economical Mixture. 
At the Wisconsin station a mixture 
of half tankage and half linseed meal 
with corn has proved decidedly more 
economical 
than tankage alone for 
pigs on pasture. 
That station also 
found that tlu* addition of 5 per cent 
of chopped alfalfa Improved the ration 
of corn and tankage for pigs in dry 
lot. 
The Iowa station has found that 
pigs on pasture made slightly more 
rapid gains when fed a mixture of 4«) 
to 5t) parts of tankage and the balance 
corn germ meal along with corn, than 
when fed only tankage and corn. 
Nine trials at other stations show 
that 
for hogs 
averaging over 
KM) 
pounds, wheat middlings added to corn 
aud tankage increased ttie gains, but 
for young pigs it did not make much 
improvement. By using these mixtures 
of protein feeds the costs of producing 
pork can be materially reduced. 


Damaged Clover Fields 
W ill Produce Hay Crop 
(’lover fields that have been dam­ 
aged or destroyed hj freezing may be 
made to produce n good crop of hay 
l»v thickening the stand with oats, bar­ 
ley or sweet clover, or by plowing the 
land and planting an emergency crop 
of soy beans, sorghum, Sudan grass, 
millet or oats and Canada peas. 
If the stand of clover is very much 
thinned oats or barley may be seeded 
at the rate of three or four pecks per 
acre with a disk drill in April or early 
May and cut with the clover for hay 
when the grain is in the milk stage. 
Sweet clover sown with the grain will 
furnish pasture after the hay Is har­ 
vested. 
Where the clover Is nearly all killed 
out a good crop of hay may be grown 
by plowing the land, drilling three to 
six peeks of soy beans to the acre, or 
seeding sorghum at the rate of fifty 
pounds broadcast or ten pounds In 
rows. Oats and Canada field peas are 
seeded In April at the rate of 1% 
bushels each per acre, and if cut when 
the oats is in the dough, make excel­ 
lent hay. 


Mammoth Clover Gives 
Biggest Yield of Seed 
Mammoth clover usually 
gives a 
little larger yield of seed than medium 
or June clover. 
There Is usually very 
little difference in the price secured 
per bushel for Medium and Mammoth 
clover seed. 
The first crop of Mammoth clover is 
harvested for seed. 
However, It Is 
advisable, in early .Tune, to clip or pas­ 
ture the field In order that the amount 
of vegetative growth may he held In 
check. 
This practice usually Increases 
seed production. 
Mammoth clover Is approximately 
two weeks later than June clover, so 
that the clipping made in early June 
•will not be large enough for hay. 
If 
the season Is somewhat backward and 
the growth produced is short, It is 
not 
advisable 
to 
clip 
or 
pasture. 
It. Megee, Associate Professor of 
Farm Crops, Purdue University. 


Timely Suggestions on 
f Poultry Given by Iowa 
The following suggestions are of­ 
fered by the poultry department of 
the Iowa State college extension serv­ 
ice, at Ames, Iowa. 
See that the mash hoppers are well 
supplied and feeding properly. 
See that the birds are supplied with 
a sufficient amount of clean water. 
Feed milk in some form to all birds. 
Cull out doubtful hens continually. 
Look out for symptoms of disease. 
Feed some form of green food when 
the hens are confined, 
For the chickens* sake, don’t over­ 
crowd the house, 
Dou’t worry too much over other 
people's flocks; apply that thought to 
Improve year own. 
i

CORRESPONDENCE

Business Details 
f AM doing business pretty regularly 
A every day with young fellows— 
shrewd, alert, clever young fellows. If 
I call one to the office to talk over 
with him his work, or his conduct, he 
is quite prepared for me when he 
comes In. He has thought out what It 
is all about, he anticipates what I will 
say, and he is prepared to meet any 
criticism or suggestion which I may 
make. 
I have learned that when I can 
approach him in a different way from 
what he anticipated, if I am pleasant 
when he is looking for irritation, if I 
commend him when he expects criti­ 
cism, or neglect entirely to mention the 
matter that was In his mind, I take 
nim off his guard, he is unprepared 
for my methods, and 1 am likely to 
win. 
The same thing Is true in the con­ 
struction of a business letter. 
When 
It follows slavishly conventional lines, 
when it says Just what we thought It 
would say in the way that such things 
are ordinarily said, it makes little im­ 
pression on us. 
Originality, surprise, 
the unexpected, holds our attention, 
and sells the proposition to us more 
quickly than the dull routine form can 
do. 
A gor>d many business men in writ­ 
ing letters, fight shy of the personal 
pronoun “I,” and even as individuals 
cast themselves in the more general 
role of "we,” There is a lack of per­ 
sonality in such a letter, an abortive 
attempt to get behind a mythical part­ 
ner, an unwillingness to assume an in­ 
dividual 
responsibility for what 
is 
said, that seems often weak. 
The use 
of "we” when writing as the repre­ 
sentative of a firm is, of course, unob­ 
jectionable, and may often be desir­ 
able, or necessary, but between indi­ 
viduals, it is formal. Indirect, and in­ 
effective. 
it is a sort of pedanticlsm 
which belongs to the time of our grand­ 
parents. 
I have never seen any objections to 
making the signature to a business 
letter at least reaeon:tidy intelligible, 
Although my own often comes far 
short of perfection in that regard. 
If 
the name of the Individual signing the 
letter appears as a part of the printed 
nr engraved letter head, a tendency 
toward 
illegibility does not matter 
quite so much—one can solve the puz­ 
zle by carefully studying the letter 
head—'but if the identity of the writer 
hangs wholly upon the signature at 
the end of the letter then some care 
ihould he given to making that de- 
?lpherable. 
If one does not write 
legibly, he should see to it that his 
name appears somewhere on the letter 
In printed, or typewritten form. 
I 
have occasionally, In answering a busi­ 
ness letter, had to resort to the device 
of cutting the man’s signature from 
Ids letter, and pasting It on the en­ 
velope In which my answer was en­ 
closed. and s<* passing the buck to the 
railroad officials, or the local postman. 
It is very much easier to refuse a re­ 
quest by letter than by word of mouth. 
One can choose his words more care­ 
fully, one is freer from the emitarrnss- 
mont of personal contact In such a 
case, and the matter may be con­ 
cluded in short order. 
There Is no 
chance for discussion or argument. It 
Is much simpler to decline a request 
for a loan, or to go a man’s security, 
or to invest in a friend’s pet scheme, 
when the request Is made by mall, 
than when it is presented personally. 
One can think out what he is going to 
write, but the personal request often 
finds one off his guard. 
There should be no quibbling in a 
business letter. 
Questions should be 
answered directly If an attempt Is 
made to answer them at all. There is 
nothing more annoying than to have 
a half answer, or an evasion. 
When I 
say to my lawyer in Minneapolis, "I 
should like to have you tell me if the 
taxes upon ray farm in Traill county 
have been paid, and indicate the date 
when this was done.” it is unsatisfac­ 
tory to have him evade the question 
entirely, or to gay to me that I have 
no cause to worry, and that every­ 
thing will he all right, as soon as he 
can get around to it. 
In the writing of business letters, 
women should he careful to indicate 
their sex, and also whether or not 
they are married. 
It is embarrassing 
to address a woman as "Mr.” or a mar­ 
ried woman as “Miss,” 
When a wom­ 
an signs only her Initials, it is impos­ 
sible, short of omniscience, to deter­ 
mine either her sex or her matrimo­ 
nial situation. 
She should sign at 
least one full name as. “Elizabeth B. 
Jones," and In order that it may be 
clear as to whether or not she is mar­ 
ried, she should 
prefix 
"Miss” 
or 
"Mrs." to this signature In parenthe­ 
ses. 
She ran thus avoid any misun­ 
derstanding.

his experiments he advocates a late 
rather than a too early planting, tho’

Mayor, Chamber of Commerce officers 
and other interested citizens the Mis­ 
souri Utilities Co., has drawn up

plan for 
a whiteway 
in 
.Sikeston’s 
business section, 
which would place 
fifty modern 
light 
posts on down­ 
town streets. 
The proposal includes Malone Ave­ 
nue between Kingshighway and Scott, 
Front Street between 
Kingshighway 
and 
Scott, 
Center 
Street between 
Kingshighway and Scott, New Mad­ 
rid Street 
between 
Malone Avenue 
and North Street and Kingshighway 
between Malone Avenue and Center 
Street. On each of these streets, the 
lamps would be placed on each side, 
with the exception of Kingshighway, 
where only the east side would need 
lamps. 
The lamp posts, to be 11 feet high, 
would be of 
malleable 
iron, topped 
with a special white glass globe and 
250-watt lamp. 
The bases would 
be set in concrete, all the wiring be- 
ng 
done 
in 
underground conduits. 
The proposed posts are not breakable 
and cannot be knocked down. 
The light company’s tentative plan, 
which will be brought up for an early 
discussion with business men whose 
property 
will 
be affected, provides 
for a post every 75 or 80 feet on the 
streets to be lighted. 
The lamps on 
one side of the street are placed 
at 
alternate distances with those across 
the streets. 
Sikeston’s need of such a system is 
daily expressed by citizens from here 
to towns such as Blytheville, Kennett 
and Caruthersville which have white- 
ways.

The neglect of prenatal and na­ 
tal attention for mothers is closely re­ 
lated to the loss of the hundred thou­ 
sand babies who die in the first month 
of life.— Herbert Hoover for May D e­ 
lineator.

RUG WITH A BROOM 
PURNELL ACT MEANS 
BETTER AGRICULTURE

plaint later on. Proper treatment at 
the start will do much to increase the 
wearing qualities, as well as to pre­ 
serve the beauty of the pattern and 
the color. 
Making an article

chased last twice as long is just 
as 
true 
economy 
as 
spending money 
wisely. 
Sometimes 
persons 
who 
are 
thoughtless, or who are not properly 
informed, will sweep a new rug vig­ 
orously with a broom. This is a mis­ 
take. 
It is characteristic of nearly 
every new rug that when it is first 
laid some “fuzz” will appear upon 
the surface. 
In an attempt to 
re­ 
move this fuzz, 
still 
more of 
the 
nap is often swept out. If such stren- 
ous treatment is continued, the rug 
may be injured seriously. 
I 
The 
appearance 
of 
a 
certain 
amount of fuzz on the surface of 
a 
new rug is to be expected, and it by 
no means indicates imperfection 
in 
the muterial or the manufacture. A 
certain percentage of fibers 
may be 
swept out of any cut pile, and 
the 
higher the pile, the more fibers will 
come out. 
To avoid damage, 
a 
good carpet 
sweeper, and not a corn broom should 
be used on u new rug. If this is done 
until the pile becomes well matted, 
the life of the rug will be greatly pro­ 
longed and it will give letter satis­ 
faction. The pde will then be given 
a chance to wear down evenly, and 
the pattern and color effect will be 
preserved as long as the rug lusts. 
Remember that as soon as the pile 
becomes matted or “set” that the sur­ 
face of the 
rug will be much less 
susceptible to damage from ordinary 
usage. 
If a tuft is "started” or partly pull­ 
ed out in sweeping, do not run 
the 
risk of further injury to the carpet 
by pulling it the rest of the way out 
Clip it off with the scissors close to 
the surface. 
For regular 
care, it is best, per­ 
haps, to use a carpet sweeper every 
day in the dining 
room and living 
rooms and a vacuum cleaner once a 
week, a. least, over all the floor eov 
erings. 
In using any tool it is 
al 
ways best to clean “with the nap” 
This is particularly true of those do­ 
mestic rugs of deep pile, and of orien 
tal floor coverings. 
Avoid the bad 
habit of “digging in” with the sweep­ 
ing implements, as pluinly this adds 
considerably to the normal 
wear on 
the carpet. 
A strong-armed sweep­ 
er can actually loosen the fibers and 
wear out a 
carpet just 
by 
the 
strength 
and 
determination 
with 
which she wields the sweeper. Light 
brushing 
does 
the 
most 
effective 
work, and, of course, with the vacu 
um cleaner the gentle but sure ac­ 
tion of the suction removes the dirt 
in the best possible way.

Ninth Indiana congressional district, 
was the author, will treble federal ap 
propriation for research work at the 
experiment stations, the secretary 
said. 
Economic and social problems of 
the farm are the important work of 
the research 
staffs, 
the secretaary 
said. 
He indicated his belief in the 
fu­ 
ture of agriculture when he said that 
though 
surpluses 
in 
recent years 
have 
unduly 
depressed prices, “the 
day is not far distant when we shall 
have the problem of providing larger 
food supplies at prices that will 
be 
reasonable to the consumer and that 
will also yield the producer a fair re­ 
turn”. 
“Our aim should be”, he continued, 
to develop a well-rounded and effici­ 
ent 
type 
of 
agriculture in which 
waste is eliminated and the agricul­ 
tural resources of the nation conserv­ 
ed for the use of generations yet to 
come. 
“We must keep an eye not only to 
the present, but to the future”. Child 
welfare may easily mean immensely 
more than pig feeding or other farm 
economic problems, the secretary said 
in emphasizing the value of research 
in home economics. 
“One of the important objectives of 
our work”, he said, “will be to 
im­ 
prove living conditions on the farm. 
The Purnell act provides for research 
in problems of rural life. Studies of 
standards of living that prevail 
in 
rural communities and of ways and 
means to elevate 
standards 
within 
and 
without 
the 
home should be 
made. 
“This legislation gives ample op 
portunity for carrying an investiga­ 
tional work in home economic lines. 
The problems of the home 
include 
some of the most vital factors in the 
development 
of a satisfactory rural 
life. 
If farm 
management 
studies 
have contributed to economy and ef­ 
ficiency in the operation of the farm, 
similar studies in home management 
should give equal returns in lighten 
ing the burden of the farm woman 
and give added opportunity for 
the 
care and training of children.

application of economic

of 
the problems of the home is an

portant field of work. 
“Scientific research has advanced 
to a point where it is possible to ap­ 
ply its principles to the development 
of child welfare.
